This Day arrived Letters from 
Sir Chaloner Ogle, dated at Dominica December 24;

And that he bad received Advice from the Comma: der 
of one of the Store Ships put into Antigua, that he 
parted with the Montaga and feveral Tran{ports on the 
Bth of December ; and as the Tranfports, in cafe of 
Separation, Were ordered to rendezvous at St. Chriito- 
puer's, Sir Chaloner hoped they would all be fafely 
arrived there. Sir Chaloner Ogle propofed to proceed 
on the zsth with the whole Fleet to Jamaica. The 
fame Letters bring an Account of the Death of the 
Rig lit Honoutabié Charles Lord Cathcart, General and 
Commander in Chief of His Majefty's Forces in the 
Wefi indies, which was occafioned by a Bloody Flux : 
He was taken ill on the 8th of December, and died on 
the zoth, the Day after the Fleet came to an Anchor 
at Dominica.

"Tis faid the Englith Conful at Leghorn is gone to 
Florence to fettle the Magazines that are to be ereéted 
there for the Subfiftence of an Englifh Squadron fhortly 
expeéted there. The Dachefs of Modena is delivered 
of a Princefs, and the Queen of Hungary has not above 
two or three Weeks to reckon. 
The Eleétor of Bavaria has refolvy’d to augment his 
Cavalry, and Drums are beating in the Imperial Towns 
in the Neighbourhood to recruit and complete his In- 
fantry, fo that "tis reckon'’d by next Spring he will have 
an Army of 25000 Men, but how or where they are to 
act is not known, an Accommodation being faid to be 
on foot between the two Courts, tho’ their Corre(pond- 
ence feem’d to be at a ftand fince the Return of the Ba- 
varian Minifters from Vienna. 
The new Converts in France are by a frefh Declara- 
tion from the King prohibited to fell their Eftates within 
three Years from the 11! of March next O. S. 
The Peafants about Rome having been hindes’d by 
the Inundation of. the Tyber from cultivating their 
Lands, enter’d the City in Multitudes, and went to the 
very Palace of the Pope, crying aloud for Bread, fo 
that the Bakers were forc’d to fhut up their Shops ; 
notwithftanding which they were in danger of being 
plunder d, if the Pope had not given Direction for the 
r Wretches to repair to St. Peter’s, where they had 
Bread diftributed to them. 

An Earthquake was lately felt at Naplesand Genoa, 
which frighten’d the Inhabitants, but did them no great 
Damage. Corn and Oil are very dear at Genoa, 
efpecially the latter, which is rifen to 60 Livres a Bar 
rel ; owing as tis faid to the prodigious Quantity lately 
carry’d out of the Country, fo that there’s none of lat 
Year’s Produce left: And this is fuppos’d to be the 
Reafon why a Proclamation has been publifh’d, to hin- 
der its Exportation to Foreign Countries. 

The Baron de Jaxheim is going Envoy from the 
Court of Vienna, with fome Comumiflions to Hanover 
and the Hague. The Army of the Empire propofed 
by the King of Great Britain, as Elector of Hanover, 
and approv'd by all the Princes of the Circle of Lower 
Saxony, will foon be ready to join and form a Camp 
at Eichsfeldt, to obferve the Conduét of the Foreign 
Princes during the Eleétion of an Emperor. 'Twiil 
be call’d the Army of Neutrality, will confiftof 40000 
Men, including 10000 Hanoverians, 8000 Danes, and 
6000 Heflians, befides Dutch, and is to be commanded, 
as they fay, by Prince William of Hefic-Caffel, who 
is in the Service of Holland. 

The Spanifh Nobleman arrefted at Vienna appears 
to be the Duke d’Uzeda, who formerly had a Pention 
from that Court of 15000 Florins. The Queen feat 
30 of the Guards with a Captain to apprehend him, 
and his Papers are all feiz’d and carry’d to Court. The 
Marquis de Pacheco has alfo been apprehended there, 
and committed Prifoner to Neultadt, for holding, a 
‘is faid, an unlawful Correfpondence with Spain. 
Many more Perfons are taken into Cuftody, the Names 
unknown, only "tis faid 11 of ‘em are Men of Conte 
quence, and one of them a Spanith Officer of the Regi- 
ment of Lorrain: And all poflible Search is making 
after another Perfon in the Confpiracy, if not at the 
Head of it, who was very converfant with a great many 
confiderable Families of that City, fometimes in the 
Drefs of an Abbe, and-at other times in a Lay-Habit.

Extrad of a Letter from a Gentleman on Board the Fleet 
under the Command of Sir Chaloner Ogle, dated from 
Prince Rupert's Bay iu Dominica, Dec. 24, 1749. — 
** I expected when I came in here, to have had a 

good deaf of Pleafure in advifing of the Progrefs of our 
Voyage from England hither ; but alas our Hopes 
have been fedly damp’d by the Death of Lord Cath- 
cart, which happened the 2oth infant, at 9 0 Clock in 
the Morning, of a Bloody Flux, which all the Skill 
of Dr. Martin could never once remedy in 14 Days, 
the ‘Time my Lord fuffered under the Difeafe.” 

‘* General Wentworth (who has fucceeded in the 
Command) appears to be qualified for the fame, and 
full of Zeal for the Honour of his Country, and the 
Succefs of our Expedition, which I pray God may 
turn out to the Satisfaétion of all true Britons, and to 
the lafting Benefit of the Nation ; whereof I am not 
without rationally grounded Expeétation, efpecially 
when we find that neither the French nor Spanith Squa- 
drons once prefumed to meddle with amy of our Iflands: 
And tho’ we have no certain Account of their Namber 
er Strength, yet putting together the different Things 
we have heard from different People here, we judge 
there are about 13 French of the Line and 10 Spanith, 
who we hear are gone to Carthagena ; two of the 
French who have loft their Malls are now at Martineco, 
and the reft gone to Hifpaniola. We hear that Mr. 
Vernon is lying in Jamaica waiting for us, and that 
the North Americans failed from the Capes of Virginia 
for that Ifland in Oétober, to the Number of 5000. 
You muft know that we failed from St. Helen's Octo- 
ber 26, and had a profperous Voyage till November 1, 
in Lat, 46:30 we met with a great Storm, which 
lafied about 24 Hours, in which many of ovr Fleet, 
particularly the large Men of War were very hard put 
to it: The worft was, that by not hearing or fee- 
ing the Admiral’s Signals, in the Night the Half of the 
Fleet were parted from the reft and the Admiral. How- 
ever, feveral of them joined us in the Paffage hither. 
In thort, we arrived here with 19 Men of War of the 
Line, and about two thirds of our Tranfports, befides 
Firethips ; and two Days ago we had certain Advice 
by the Saltath Sloop, that the Montagu Man of War 
and 19 of our Fleet were waiting for us at St. Kitt’s, 
and feveral Tran{ports dropping in daily ; from which 
we judge all our mifling Ships are there, only the 
Cumberland, Buckingham, and Superbe, having loft 
their Mafts in the Storm, we judge they have put for 
Lisbon, or fomething worfe has happened to them. 
There are here with us of our Friends, the Oxford, 
Capt. Burnett, the St. Elizabeth, Capt. Campbell, the 
Cefar, Capt. Wood, the Monmouth, Capt. Pettegrew, 
and the Brothers, Capt. Montgomery : Miffing, or at 
St. Kitt’s, the Lynn, Capt. Cathcart, the Buchanan, 
Capt. Crawford, and the Ann Pink, Capt. Clark ; but 
we have no Reafon to doubt of their being all fafe and 
well, and be ina Readinefs to weigh and join us as 
we pafsalong. TheAdmiral three Days ago fent them 
Capt. Cleland inthe Litchfield Man of War. You will 
probably hear of thefe Things more at large when we 
come to St. Kict’s; but | could not allow myfelf to 
mifs this Occafion, Via Antigua. We fail for Jamaica 
the 27th inflant. We compute our dead Soldiers at 
about 3 to each Company, and our Seamen much in 
the fame Proportion. We have a good many fick, 
but nothing extraordinary. Among the Officers that 
are dead, are Capt. Auilin of Robinfon's, and Lieut. 
Bridgeman of the fame, and none elfe.”
